There are 7-8 electrically-operated cranes along the length of the pier. They move 
and revolve on iron wheels. They have a hoisting power of 2^ tons. There is also 
an immobile crane at the interior of the port which has a hoisting power of 5 tons. 

It is not known what it is used for as it is not near the pier and not vised for load- 
ing and unloading, 

STOREHOUSES 

They gather coal at the area to the left. There are also 1-2 large oil tanks in 
the depth of the port, on the left side. A Soviet 10000 ton freighter was unloading 


fuel here, 

WATER SUPPLY 

Water is supplied to the ships by pipes which exist along the length of the pier, 
RAILROAD NET : There is a common railroad track along the length of the pier, 
SEARCHLIGHTS t There were searchlights near and on both sides to the port entrance. 
Very strong searchlights have been installed on each side of the KOLKASTRAGS Cape 
which search the open sea.
